In his report on the foreign trade vf 
China for the year 1922, Mr. J. W. HH. 
Ferguson, Statistical Secretary of the 
Chineve Maritime Customs, says :—- : 


_ “When writing last years report it) was 
possible to point to certain fucts and 
circumstances which appeared to justify 
an, expression of the opinion that. the 
world economic, depression tad pursed ita 
worst point. While itis genarallp believed 
that conditions did not become wore 
during 1922 than they hict been the yeur 
before, all sanguine _ expectations of ‘an 
early and «pronounced recovery of trade 
and industry — were doomesl to dis- 
appointment. It iv true that-in man 


| branches’ of trade and ingustry the descend- 


ing curve of business depression waa arrested 
during the course of the year and then 
continued to undulate mors or less on tho 
same level for several. months and even 
showed a distinct upward trend in some 
countries, America expecially, The factors 
i ing business recovery, howover, were 
still too strong to be completely avercome, 
while many problems still require’ to be 
solved before normal international trade 
relations can be satisfactorily re-established:

The total: Maritime Customs revenue col- 
lection for the yeur amounted to Hk,‘ ‘Tls.
